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INTRODUCTION. 



This little work, consisting of the first Six Chapters of 
the First Book of the Anabasis, has been published ex- 
pressly for the use of Pupils in Uhive&sitt College 
School commencing the Greek Language ; but as it is 
hoped that it may be introduced into other establish- 
ments for education, the attention of Teachers is called 
to the following points: — A literal Translation of the 
'first chapter has been given, without deviating from the 
order of the Greek text, and each Greek word has been 
rendered by its exact representative (wherever possible) 
in English. Accents have been omitted, except where 
necessary to distinguish the word. 

In ihe,Lexicony the words are divided into their 
several parts; derivatives are collected under their 
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roots ; the crade form of the substantive, adjective, and 
participle, is inserted, instead of a number denoting the 
declension; and the present infinitive is given, instead 
of the present indicative 1 smgular (except in the verbs 
ending in /u). The F has been introduced where ety- 
molggy requires it : pains have been taken to deduce 
the more remote significations of each word as clearly 
and regularly as possible from the primary one; and, 
where it has been thought that any difficulty may arise 
from Augment, Reduplication, &c., each tense found 
in the Text is put down. Finally, wherever the gender 
of the substantive, the part of speech, the transitiveness 
or^intraijLsitiveness of the verb, may be readily ascer- 
tained from the English meaning, no information on 
either point has been given. 

A tfanslation of the first chapter has been published, 
to teach Pupils the proper mode of rendering the Greek 
Language into their own, for it is our opinion, that 
neither Greek nor Latin can be acquired accurately, 
unless the strictest attention be paid to the order of the 
words in each sentence ; and surely no argument need 
be put forth on the itnportance of accustoming the 
Pupil to translate each word and sentence by its equi- 
valent in his own tongue. 

Accents and soft breathings only puzzle beginners ; 
but sometimes they are necessary to distinguish the 
meaning of a word, as in V, if; ^v, I was : ravra, the 
same things ; ravra, these things, &c.

With regard to the division of words into their pre- 
fixes, roots, joining vowels, and suffixes, and as to the 
advantage of giving the crude form of the substantive, 
instead of assigning it to first, second, &c. declension, 
all who seek information thereon are recommended to 
read the " Analysis of Latin Verbs," by Mr. Alexander 
Allen of Hackney. Respectmg the other points in 
which the subjoined Lexicon is peculiar, it is hoped that 
they will speak for themselves. No sound etymologist 
can proceed far without the F ; every student of the 
Greek Language remembers the trouble he experienced 
in finding " what his verb came from ;" and as in every 
case, where information has been deemed- necessary, 
there has been no lack of it, so it has been withheld, 
where it has been thought that the Pupil may gain his 
object by exerting his previously acquired knowledge of 
language. 

It was originally intended to give in this Introduction 
an outline of the method of teaching Greek in Univer- 
sity College School, but an excellent article on the 
subject has lately appeared in the first publication of 
the Central Society of Education, and as it in great 
measure coincides with our own views, it is needless to 
enter on the topic here. 

Before I conclude, let me express my sincerest thanks 
to Professor Malden, for his kindness in examining the 
Translation and Lexicon, and for the many hints he has 
suggested to me in the roots, divisions, and meanings. 
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of some of the words. Indeed, so valuable has been his 
assistance, that, if there be any merit in the work, the 
far greater portion of it must be assigned to him.
